REDS' NKXT MOVE? 

RlRht now Is a Rood time for the country to 
be ftlcrt for a powlblp shift In domestic com- 
munistic Indies. For the election results dic- 
tate a rndlcitl chanRc In party stratCBy- 

The reds took ii bud boatlntt In Henry Wal- 
lace's trlfllnR vote, since he ran on a substaii- 
tlally communist platform. His clefcit repu- 
diated the apnlORlsL'i for Soviet aKKrcsslnn, 
and clearly Indicated the mcnRer opposUlon 
In this country to European aid and other In- 
strument.'; of our blpfirtlsfin foreign policy. 

Now, If their past prartlre.s arc any kuIiIi',-— ^"'i' 
the communists will drop Mr. Wallace, and 
fast, The party has no sympathy with fail- 
ure. It pays off on results, not effort. Mr. ' 
Wallace may try to keep his party eoIur. 
but It probably will have to ro alnnR without 
the Moscow-directed brethren. 

A Republican President and con(;rcss mlRht 
have impelled the far left to stlfk with the 
third party and yell aRnlnst "reaction." But 
Mr. Truman, campalRnlnR and wlnnlnR on a 
new deal platform. Rave the comrades some 
new problems In the fields of politics and 
labor. 

A tlp-oII on the next .switch In party line 
mlRht be found In the post-election cl.ilms of ■ 
Mr, Wallace. He now says that his party 
"forced the Democrats to don the mantle ot 
Roosevelt and to promise the American peo- 
ple a return to the now deal." This miRht 
mean that the communLsts will try to drift 
hack Into the party they supported diirlnR 
the war— even though they Ret rid of Mr. 
Wallace en route. 

If they do they will find that Mr. Truman, 
in spite qj hlo "red JierrlnR" campaign 
speeches, is unsympathetic toward domestic 
OS well aa forclRn communism. Nor will they 
get much comfort out of conRrcss. no mat- 
ter who controls It. But. In the field ot labor, 
there may be one grain of comfort lor them 
In the Democratic victory. For the new con- 
Rrcss Is pretty sure to throw out at least part 
of the Taft-Hartley law — Including, perhaps, 
the section requlrtng non-communist aifl- 
davlts from union officers. 

This would turn the federal spotlight off 
the communists and pro-communists In la- 
bor. WorklUR once more in seml-darknr.ns 
they would likely try to regain some of the 
power they lost when the light and heat were 
on. 

We should imagine that the communists 
will work quietly for a time. They have said 
about all they can against the Marshall plan. 
Now they may get orders to button their 
lips, concentrate on dome.itlc objectives, put 
on democratic dlsRulscs and once again make 
noises like good new dealers. 

But we may well be wary of any show of 
moderation and cooperation. Tlic comrades 
put no high value on hone-sty. Nor Is consist- 
ency a Jewel tn the communist diadem. Tlie 
reds have been for Hitler and aftainst him. 
" nntl-Roosevelt and pro-Roosevelt, foes of 
capitalism and cooperators with capitalism. 
They can Just as easily be pro-Marslm!l plan 
if It suits their purpose. So It behooves the 
re.st of us to keep our eyes open and not ho 
fooled.
